“Onp the 2 of Jaly seyen FProtestants of
Muardin were relzed and sent to Lthe cami,
Their pnsior, who interceded in thelr bellf,
was thrown Into the malefactors’ prisen, but
subkcquently released on ball. Theolhor seven,
one ol them revenly years of ngs, were coms
wiled to carry water, dirt, and stone, and 1o
Julla menge: s for the cavalry horses, under the
conslant beationg of the soldiers, who followed
them armed with sticks from an ineh (o an
lnch and a balf in thickness. On Monday the
aume courae was proceeded wilhh ngainst them,
faud when thelr pustor agoin romouostrated he
was seized, and two large jars were (astened 10
his neelk, one before and one behind, and two
more put one Iu either band, and he was
made w0 carry water (Lo welgut of the four
Jors filled with water was one haodred and ny
pounds), and salthough Lthere was waler in &
clstern level with the eamp, they werajmade to
go lo & mosque for it, six hundred feei higher
than the camp, This treatment continued till
Friday, when they were led to the Governor,
who upbralded them for not paying their taxes,
The town council then examined tueir case, and
it was declded thal Lthere was nol a farthiog due
from them, and the Governor wished 1o dis-
charge them, but an oflicer from the Pacha,
with whom the Patriarch Plllibos was clogeled,
arrived with an order that two gensdarmes
suould accompany ench of the prisoners, and
the money should be gol out of them before
night. The Governor had Lo obey Lhe order and
1o supply the men.

“The poor prisoners, fearing that unless the
demanda was complied with they would be
beaten 1o death, then asked the council in de-
epalr how much they should pay, The council
direcled Lhew for the answer Lo the heads of the
hostile Cbristian sects, who took them to the
matrkel-place. Here n sum was arbitrarily
pamed for eacn, and then one by one
they were driven through the streets under
the constant beating snd knocking of the
soldlers, to find people who would lend
them the demanded moopey. IL was sanset
und the shops were closed, nod It was wlih Lhe
greatest dificully that the harassed men ob-
tained, al exorbitant Interest, before the olose
of night, the sum of 19,002 plastres, which they
handed over Lo Lhelr persecators, Recelpts
were refused.

IMPROVEMENTS.

Progress of the Chicago Tnnnel,

The east halfl of the tunnel is entirely com-
pleted, from the west line of Franklin street to
a polnt near the middle of t}un iver, wihers the
sntremoe of waics 45 prevented by astrong bulk-
head. The workmen are now busy making the
chunges in the cotfer-dam necessury to openlng
achannel on the east side of the river, while
the cofler-dam is belng bullt on the west side of
the river to carry forward the remaining por-
tion of tre work., It 18 expected that within
the next twenly four hours the prefent dam
will be removed and the chennel of the river
chapged, so that vessels will pass through on
the eust slde,

On the west side of the river the tnnnel is
completed to within 70 feet of the river bani,
thus leaving only about 130 teet of the work (o
be accomplisbed. With anytbing approxi-
mating good weather, the work can and will be
enlirely flnlsbed by the close of the present
year—ihus giving the city an opportunity of
celebrating the opeunlog of this great enter.
prise on New Year's day of 1549, it 18 evident
that the tunnel will attord safe and ample room
forall pedesirians and vehicles that may pass
through it. The wagon way Is large enough
for the largest loaded teams 10 pass each
other without colllslon, and the ocompart-
ment 1or  pedestrions 18 sufliclent Lo ac-
commodale the largest throng of people who
may chance to muake Lhe tripat oneand the
same time. The entire lengih of the tunnel is
1605 feet, The covered portion is 920 feet In ex-
tent, and there are turee avenues under the
river—two for teams and one for pedestrians,
Eome iden of the maguitude of the work may
be formed from 8 knowledge of Lthe amouant of
material used. By the time the tunnel is eom-
pleted the contractors will have used 4,000,000
of brick, 26,000 barrels of cement, 15000 cable
yurds of sand, 8000 cuble yards of dimension
stone, 600 cuble yards of “rip-rap,’” and 14 000
yards ol “rabble,"—Chicago Journal, 224, '
